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PHOLDING the fine tradition of the original A. L. A. 
Catalog of 1904 and its two supplements, the 4. L. A. Cata- 
log, 1926, under the able editorship of Isabella M. Cooper, will 
be one of the most important publications of the A. L. A. in some 
years. It will be ready in October. Though it covers the ground 
of the 1904 Catalog and its supplements and comes to date, the 
earlier publications will continue to be important library aids. 
The 1926 Catalog of 10,000 titles is intended as a basic list rather 
than a standard one since book selection for libraries must vary 
with the needs and tastes of different communities. It is classed 
according to the Dewey decimal classification, is annotated, gives 
Library of Congress card numbers and subject headings, follow- 
ing in general those appearing on the L. C. cards. The selection 
has been done with the advice of about four hundred specialists 
in many fields—from libraries, universities and learned societies. 
Its appearance at the time when the A. L. A. is celebrating the 
fiftieth anniversary of its founding is particularly gratifying. 


eading: a vice or a virtue is the provocative title of a beauti- 

ful booklet by Theodore Wesley Koch, librarian of North- 
western University. In it Dr. Koch has gathered together a 
wealth of opinion on books and reading from every age and race, 
both agreeably and instructively. His point of view is that of the 
scholar and to some he will appear a trifle hard on reading for 
delight which, after all, is a perfectly legitimate reason for read- 
ing, though it may but seldom cross the path of “reading with a 
purpose.” Many a mind is tolerably well equipped from novels 
only, while poetry lends wings to another. Byron, Shaw and 





many another leading spirit has told us that his mind could only 
be nurtured on the food itself had chosen. Nevertheless we wel- 
come Dr. Koch’s sound advice on reading and we trust it will 
not fall on barren ground. The book is charmingly illustrated 
with half-tones, several of which appear here for the first time. 


UST as the Booklist is going to press two more librarians ap-

Mr. Meredith Nicholson in his in- 
troduction to the trade edition says, “I sincerely envy the child 
who has before him so pleasant and stimulating an introduction to 
those disclosures of science which constitute the most thrilling of 
all romances.” Mr. Rush takes a prominent part in national li- 
brary affairs as a member of the Commission on the Library and 


Adult Education, the Committee on Schemes of Library Service, 
and the Editorial Committee. Miss Winslow has been tem- 
porarily detached from her position to assist in preparing the 
report on Libraries and Adult Education at A. L. A. headquarters. 


FRENCH periodical deserving of acquaintance in America is 

the Revue Anglo-Américaine published in Paris by Les 
Presses Universitaires de France, 49, Boulevard Saint-Michel. 
This is a bi-monthly, edited by Professors L Cazamian and C. 
Cestre of the Sorbonne, and while its main object is to interpret 
intellectual England and America to France, its literary articles 
and reviews will commend it, also, to many American readers of 
French. It will be particularly useful as a tool for teachers and ad- 
vanced students and should do much to cement the ties of the 


spirit which already unite these three nations. The subscription 
price is 45 francs.
